VICTORIA, Oct. 25.—The barkentine
Skagit, bound to Fort Gamble from
San Francisco, went ashore this morning
during g severe gale on Vancouver Isl-

and at Cloo-ose, within a few miles
" from where the Vaiencia disaster oe.
curred last year. The captain and cook
were drowned, but the mate and balance
of the crew, seven. in number, reached
shore after suffering many bardships
and after being severely injured.

The Skagit encountered heavy fogs
in the straits and was driven toward
Vancouver Island by a heavy southwest
gale. The vessel was in the breakers
before the crew realired their danger.
When the crew reached shore, Lineman
David Logan telegraphed the news to
this city, vut through a mistake in
transmission the telegram was read to
the effect that a large steamer was
ashore. The result of this message, al-
though followed by mews of the wreck
and that it was a barkentine instead
of a steamer, created consternation
here.
